“To distribute or sell” is
defined under FIFRA section 2(gg) and its implementing regulation at 40 CFR 152.3.

Should you wish to add/retain a reference to the company’s website on your label, then please be
aware that the website becomes labeling under the Federal Insecticide Fungicide and Rodenticide
Act and is subject to review by the Agency. If the website is false or misleading, the product
would be misbranded and unlawful to sell or distribute under FIFRA section 12(a)(1)(E). 40
CFR 156.10(a)(5) list examples of statements EPA may consider false or misleading. In addition,
regardless of whether a website is referenced on your product’s label, claims made on the
website may not substantially differ from those claims approved through the registration process.
Therefore, should the Agency find or if it is brought to our attention that a website contains false
or misleading statements or claims substantially differing from the EPA approved registration,
the website will be referred to the EPA’s Office of Enforcement and Compliance.

undiluted for a contact time of 10 minutes.

o Remove all animals and feed from premises, vehicles, and enclosures. Remove all litter and
manure from floors, walls, and surfaces of barns, pens, stalls, chutes, and other facilities and
fixtures occupied or traversed by animals.

o Empty all troughs, racks, automatic feeders, waterers, and other feeding and watering appliances.

e Thoroughly clean all surfaces with soap or detergent and rinse with water.

o Saturate all surfaces with F10 Veterinary Disinfectant (Ready to Use) for a period of 10 minutes.

o Immerse all halters, ropes, and other types of equipment used in handling and restraining
animals as well as forks, shovels, and scrapers used in removing litter and manure ensuring it
remains visibly wet for 10 minutes.
